May  26th,  1962  was  an  exciting  day  at  the  School.  The  plan  of 
many  years  ago  to  provide  additional  classroom  accommodation,  a  theatre- 
auditorium,  and  a  Great  Hall  to  seat  the  whole  school  were  sealed  with 
a  corner-stone  laying.

The  Chairman  spoke  of  the  response  to 
the  campaign,  the  decision  to  proceed  with  the  theatre  to  be  named  in 
honour  of  the  late  Dr.  Ketchum,  and  the  need  to  complete  the  fund-raising 
with  all  possible  speed  to  ease  the  financial  burden  on  the  School.  In 
the  container  placed  behind  the  stone  went  reminders  of  life  at  S.A.C 
in  1962:  term  calendars,  school  lists,  photographs,  stamps,  coins,  and 
even  a  bundle  of  Andreans.  A  good  many  of  your  names  will  live  on 
in  Aurora  —  too  bad  you  others  didn't  send  in  news!  The  buildings  are 
nearing  completion  although  there  is  much  of  the  time  consuming  interior 
finishing  to  be  done.  They  are  magnificent  and  well  worth  a  look  should 
you  be  near-by  during  the  summer  —  if  not,  don't  fail  to  get  up  in  the 
Fall. 

Old  Boy  contact  with  the  School  has  been  terrific  this  Spring.  The 
Cricket  game,  though  it  didn't  produce  very  wonderful  cricket  (excepting 
Roy  McMurtry's  taking  of  a  wicket  on  his  first  ball!)  was  a  pleasant 
interlude  on  a  warm  Sunday  afternoon.

COUNCIL   NEWS 

Since  our  last  issue  the  O.B.'s  Council  has  met  twice,  and  business 
of  some  import  has  been  discussed  and  decisions  taken.

of  excellence  set  by  previous  generations.  Officers  were  wearing  the  new 
scarlet  tunics  which  the  Ladies'  Guild  (a  really  going  concern!)  presented 
to  the  School  this  year.  The  Cadet  Ball  took  place  on  the  evening  of 
Inspection  Day,  and  then  the  School  had  leave  until  Sunday  evening.  The 
Ladies'  Guild  held  their  Spring  meeting  and  luncheon  (You  know  — 
sandwiches  for  Mac  House!)  on  Sports  Day  and  the  School  grounds  were 
again  adorned  and  enlivened  by  their  presence.  The  conditions  for 
Track  and  Field  have  been  excellen  and  the  results  good.  The  Meet  is 
an  all-day  affair  now  —  only  the  middle-distance  events  being  run 
beforehand.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  1925  record  still  stands — that  of 
the  Sr.  880  set  by  Hugh  Wilson  ('27)  in  2:07.  The  Track  Team  placed  third 
in  the  relay  and  fourth  in  the  low  hurdles  in  the  Dominion  Interscholastic 
Meet.  The  Cross-Country  run  took  place  on  the  May  "24th"  holiday  (not 
in  the  Autumn  as  in  your  day!)  with  a  good  field  and  keen  competition.  The 
School  wound  up  the  Cricket  season  with  three  wins  over  T.C.S. — Mac 
House,  Under  16's,  and  Firsts.  Those  of  you  who  played  with  the  Under  16's 
through  the  years  will  remember  how  often  the  results  were  only  fair-to- 
middling.  Well — this  year  they  won  all  three  L.B.F.  matches,  ending  with  a 
nine-wicket  victory  over  T.C.S.  (Mike  Adamson's  group).  The  Firsts  (Dick 
Gibb)  lost  to  Ridley  on  the  last  ball  of  the  match,  drew  with 
U.C.C.,  and  won  against  T.C.S.  (a  broken  jinx  maybe?!) 
The  T.C.S.  match  had  a  most  exciting  finish.  T.C.S.  had  four  runs  to  make 
with  the  last  man  batting  —  to  win.  They  didn't  make  it!  Mac  House 
(under  Ken  Ives'  direction)  gave  an  excellent  performance  of  "The  Best 
Years  of  Our  Lives".  The  Science  Club  this  term  visited  the  Alliance 
Paper  Mill  and  a  B-A  Oil  refinery.  The  Bishop  of  Toronto  officiated  at 
the  dedication  of  a  new  Altar  Cloth  for  the  Chapel,  in  memory  of  R.  E. 
Grass,  Esq.  This  cloth  had  been  made  by  members  of  the  Ladies'  Guild 
over  a  period  of  years.  Members  of  the  Grass  family  and  many  old 
friends  of  the  School  attended  the  service.  There  are  few  staff  changes 
this  year.  Mike  Adamson  after  serving  at  the  School  for  13  years  is 
joining  the  staff  at  Lakefield  (The  Grove).  His  keen  interest  in  all  that 
is  the  School  and  his  considerable  contribution  to  all  its  activities  will 
make  his  leaving  a  great  loss.  John  Cottenden  who  has  been  teaching 
Maths  here  for  two  years  is  leaving  to  take  a  post  at  the  Lakehead.  Dr. 
Shimerl  who  came  to  the  School  for  a  year  while  Stan  MacFarlane  was 
on  leave,  is  going  on  to  another  position.  Stan  MacFarlane  is  coming  back 
next  year  to  take  up  where  he  left  off.  At  this  point,  the  School  is  writing 
examinations.  Prize  Day  is  a  week  away.  Upper  Sixth  writes  its  first  paper 
on  the  11th.  Soon  another  generation  of  Andreans  will  be  slipping  their 
moorings.  In  this  group  are  some  boys  of  nine  years  standing  —  having 
started  in  Lower  First  (Grade  Five).  Some  of  you  will  remember  having 
started  in  Kindergarten  or  Grade  One.  Lower  Second  (Grade  Seven)  is 
the  lowest  form  now.  Various  practical  considerations  have  forced  this 
change  and  with  the  beginning  of  the  1962-63  year  further  consolidation 
will  take  place  (no  classes  in  Mac  House,  the  whole  School  in  one 
dining-room,  and  the  like)  which  will  mark  the  end  of  an  era  and  the 
beginning  of  another  of  even  greater  promise.  But  —  more  about  this  in 
the  first  issue  of  the  Andrean  next  autumn.  You  cannot  fail  to  be  im- 
pressed by  the  new  facilities  being  provided  by  the  new  buildings  and 
reorganization  of  the  old  ones.  Do  try  to  come  in  to  see  what  is  going 
on  at  the  old  School.  There  will  be  much  happening  'round  and  about 
this  summer.
